Best  value  hotel  in  town 


Undoubtedly  the  best  value 
“hotel”  room  in  town  these  days  is 
one  of  the  rooms  maintained  for 
members  and  their  guests  at  the  club. 

Many  country  members  make  use 
of  them  whenever  they  come  up  to 
Sydney  and  there  are  times  of  the 
year  when  the  18  available  single 
rooms  at  Tattersall’s  are  almost 
entirely  booked  out. 

But  it  tends  to  be  seasonal,  and  Joe 
at  Reception,  who  looks  after  these 
bookings,  is  the  man  to  consult  in 
advance . 

The  rooms  at  Tattersall’s  are 
regarded  as  plain  but  comfortable  and 
the  fact  that  at  some  periods  they  are 
little  used,  suggests  that  perhaps  not 
all  members  know  about  them  or 
what  they  offer,  in  addition  to  an 
inexpensive  night  in  the  City,  perhaps 
protection  against  the  Booze  Bus  and 
of  course,  tea  in  bed  in  the  morning. 

All  rooms  are  equipped  with 
phones  and  television,  and  of  course 
the  club  facilities  -  dining  room,  bar, 
reading  room,  billiards  room  and 


athletics  department  are  included. 

The  nine  en  suite  rooms  cost  $30 
per  night,  with  breakfast  available  as 
an  extra.  The  rooms  which  have 
shared  bathrooms  are  $25  per  night, 
while  the  one  suite,  which  includes  a 
sitting  room,  is  $35. 

They  are  only  available  to 
members,  who  can  however  book 
them  for  the  use  of  male  guests  such 
as  visitors  from  overseas  or  interstate. 
Indeed,  the  heaviest  use  of  the 
facilities  occurs  at  times  of 
conferences. 

The  main  limitation  on  the  rooms, 
due  to  the  penalty  rates  which  would 
be  incurred  for  staff,  is  that  the  rooms 
are  available  only  between  Monday 
and  Friday. 

Nonetheless,  for  business  visitors 
who  fly  home  at  the  weekend  anyway 
they  represent  fantastic  value  right  in 
the  middle  of  the  city  business  centre. 
Members  with  friends  coming  to 
Sydney  on  their  own  should  have  a 
look  at  the  rooms  and  take  advantage 
of  what  they  offer. 


Your  club  in  Vancouver 


Perhaps  only  a  relatively  few 
members  of  Tattersall’s  Club  ever 
visit  Vancouver,  so  most  members 
probably  are  not  familiar  with  our 
affiliate  in  that  city,  the  Terminal 
City  Club. 

Like  our  own  club,  the  Terminal 
City  Club  is  a  club  for  businessmen.  It 
provides  similar  facilities  to  Tattersall’s, 
and  in  particular  has  a  superb  billiards 
and  snooker  room  with  eight  tables.

headquarters  for  his  visit.  Their  single 
rooms  and  bed -sitting  rooms  are  air 
conditioned  with  colour  TV,  portable 
bar,  phone,  clock-radio  and  shower  or 
bath  for  $35  per  night  for  the  singles 
and  $45  per  night  for  the  bed  sitters.
